as in times of epidemic sickness) day and night,likea 
soldier on guard. The priest while on this duty, is 
called e/ cura semana’. 

This state of things is said to be of recent date, and 
is attributed to the power of public op'nion. The offi- 
cers of the English establishment cannot long retain 
their present gorgeous fare when even Catholic estab- 
lishments are reforming.— Zi.

THE FRUIT OF MISSIONARY LAROTS.

sketch of the life and happy death of Caty 
Youngs, (Sali-sah-koo-je-wali-noo-qua) one of 
the Indian women be onging to this Mission: 
who departel this life after five days illness, on 
Saturday evening, the 10th of August, 1833. 
Caty Younzs was the wife of George Younes, 
who died in tie Lord at the time we had our en- 
campinent on the Credit tats.x—Widow Younes 
was one of the first fruits of mis-ionary enter- 
prise among the Messissahga Indians, and was 
converted at the Grand River in the year 1825.
